The consumption of spirits during the 
year Was .#89 of a gallon per head of 
the population against .947 the year 
previous, ‘The beer consumption am- 
ounted to 5.812 gallons per head, whilk

The av- 
erage amount of tubaceo consumed 
Was 2.498 pounds per head, while the

To Continue Over-Seas Mail. 


Dominion government is to re 
lieve the British governinent of a por- 
tion the cost of the Liverpool to 
Hong Kong mail service, For sev- 
eral years the British Government has 
been contributing $300,000 and the 
Canadian government $50,000 a year. 
The British goverment gave notice 
sue tiie ago that it wontd diseon- 
tinue the subsidy at the expiration of 
the contract this autumn However, 
a new contract is being made which 
will keep the service going. The joint 
subsidy to the Cunadian Pacific com- 
pany vhich ha& periormed the service 
is to be reduced to $225,000 and of this 
the British government wil! contribute 
$100,000 and the Canadian zoveriment 
$125,007 a year, The British govern- 
meut is this relieved of $290,000 a year 
while Canada assumes an additionat 
burden of $75,000. When it is consid- 
ered that bot{, are in the interes of 
Canada ond the empire the service is 
well worth the extra cost to Canada 
The contract for the new arrangemeny 
ie not yet signed, but it is expected 
that it will be shortly.

RIDDLED WITH BULLETS 


Rev. Valentine Strauss, Runs Amuck 
and is Killed by Members of His 
Own Congregation—Forgives His 
Slayers With His Dying Breath, 


Hermann, Mo., June 2t—Pather 
forgive them for they know not what 


they do.” Riddled with bullets and 
buckshot from the guns of a dozen 
members of his congregation, Rey, 


Vatentine Strauss,of the German Kvan- 
gelical church, retucaed to sanity a 
tew minutes before his death and with 
his last words prayed for the kneeling 
and bareheaded men who killed him. 
They have been exonerated, 
Yesterday he started from his home 
at Steeple, 14 miles southwest of here, 
tor Fredericksburg, three miles from 
here with intent to kill, His wife ran 
betore him shouting a warning to the

Six double-barrel shot guns — fired 
their contents into his body and an 
equal number vf rifles bhlized out bul 
lets into the mad cletgeman’s body. 
He said a tew words to his wife and 
then turned his eyes to the bareheaded 
men knecling avout him with the etill 
smoking guns ‘by their sides. He look- 
ed at the Weapons, then at the men 
and crossed his hunds over his breast 
With words of forgiveness on his lips. 


FATAL EXPLOSION. 
Two Men Killed in’ Fort William 
Tunnel by Dynamite. 


Fort William, Ont., June 21.-.An 
explosion of dynamite this morning 
in the waterworks tunnel under econ- 
struction killed two and seriously ‘n- 
jured another. The work of obtain- 
ing water from Loch Lomond was be- 
ing vigorously pushed, and at the tail 
of the night shift, William Jack, 
mucker, stopped his ear and pointed 
out some dynamite he had noticed on 
the floor, James Crowley, remarking 
that they had better be careful, as 
there might be more atound, took a 
rake and began to seareh, but the 
rake struck a pieee too heavily and 
instantly oan explosion eccurred 
which killed Crowley and a helper 
named Jeffries. Jack was brought to 
the hospital in a precarious eondi- 
tion. It is presumed the dynamite 
Was the remains of a former shot that 
had been broken off unexpectedly. 
Crowley came from Hancock, Michi+ 
gun. Jeffries was an Englishman, 
Nothing was known of Jack.

pee WEATHER IS 


For Crops of West—Crop Conditi 
in Most of Alberta Have Been 
Favorable Past Week. 


Western Associated Press. 

Winnipeg, June 22—While speaking 
generally conditions for the growing 
crops have been very favorable dur- 
ing the past week in Alberta; many 
districts in Saskatchewan and Mani- 
t0ba suffered trom too heavy precipita 
tion. Local thunderstorms during the 
early part of the week were encounter- 
ed in much o: the spring wheat eoun- 
try, ocedsionally being acéompanied 
by hail, whieh, however, did practic 
ally no damage, as the crop is not yet 
far enough advanced, while on Wed- 
nesday and Thursday very heavy 
tains are reported from many points. 
Regina ‘district suffered most severely 
from this cause, nearly three inches 
fulling in the tWo days, while over two 
inches tell at Emerson on Thursday, 
Heavy rains are also reported from the 
fMumoboidt, Pipestone, Vauplin and 
Morden districts, sevetal reports eay- 
ing the crop on low lying land is 
standing in water, 

Cool Weather Propitious. 

Fortunately the weather continues 
evol, and with the end of the we 
spell in sight not. much material dam- 
ave is likely unless the weather sud- 
denly turns very hot, which would 
certainly prove damaging by baking 
the rain-soaked surface of the ground 
and bleaching the young and tender 
plants. Cool, dry weather is almest 
essential this next week. Conditions 
have, of course, been wonderfully “hav. 
orable for rapid growth, though the 
is not what is required at the present 
stage. Farmers ate inclined to boast 
of spring wheat twenty inches high 
as something phenomenal for the third 
week in June, but luxuriant growth 
of that kind means a long and difti- 
cult harvest with the crop) ranning 
more to straw than good hard wheat 
lt is noticeable that many districts 
libelled in years gone by as being a 
“dry country,” ate complaining of teo 
much wet, particularly in the tagni- 
ficent fall wheat area south of Calgary 
and around Maclged and Lethbridge. 
Lhe Soo line, which was formerly clas 
sed as a dry country, das had plenty 
of rain this season and record crops 
are expected right from Estevan to 
Moose Jaw. 

Hay Cron a Big One. 

Although the hay and grass crop 

hits not much marketable value, indi- 


cations are that ranchers and farm. 
¢rs throughout the prairie west will 
be able to put up all the hay they 
want in good time belore harvesting 
begins, After the disastrous experi- 
ence Of the winter before last, whén 


herds throughout most of the ranching 
country were 80 Seriously depleted, 
cattle men started petting up winter 
feed on a considerable scale, and this 
year they are setting out a large num- 
ber of imported young stock, 


Piston Rod of Engine Drawing Train 
Carrying Him Broke. 

Pittsburg, June 21.—Secretary Win. 
Tait, the Republican nominee fer the 
Presidency of the United States, had 
a narrow escape from death in Ohio 
tonight, while travelling east on the 
fast train of the Cincinatti and st. 
Louis Railway. While travelling 
perhaps forty miles an hour the pistoa 
rod on the locomotive broke and the 
train narrowly escaped detailment. 
According to the crew of the train, 
which reached here shortly after 
midnight, the engineer of the wreck- 
ed engine said, on finding the extent 
of the damage, “It would have been 
awful if that piston rod had gone the 
other way when it broke; it. would 
have been all off with Mr. Taft and 
the others.!”

Explosion Kills Three Longshoremen 
and Wounds Five Others. 


Philadelptia, Junie 21,—I an ex- 
plosion which ripped up the decks of 
the big Hamburg-Ameriean liner Ar- 
cadia in the Delaware river, three ne- 
ero longshorenien 


ed, five reevived injuries from which 
they cannot reesver and twenty eight 
others were hart Last night it was 
disc ed that powerful bomb had 


been placed in afbale of goods shipped 


from Hamburg, ‘the infernal machine 
being fitted with electric wires and 
so constructed that when the long- 


shoremen struck the bale with a hook 
the shock would cause an explosion 
The chief of police, the coroner and 
all officials who investigated the tra- 
gedy say there is no doubt but that 
the machine was stowed away at 
Hamburg when the freighter, one of 
the biggest making this port, left for 
America." The Hamburg-American 
line has had serious trouble with 
longshoremen at Hamburg, The men 
struck two weeks ago, <A week later 
the line officials raised salaries and 
the longshoremen returned to work. 
But the eompany laid off seventy-five 
inspectors and two hundred workmen, 
labor done to 
warrant the retention of the men. On 
these facts, the authorities base thei: 
belief that in revenge some of the 
workmen placed the infernal machine 
on the ship, having accomplices on

Any even numbered section o Do 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the North 
West Provinces exceyitping 8 and 26, Hot 
reserved, may be home-stended by any 
person the sole head of a family, or male 
over 18 yeara of age, to the extent of ome 
quarter section, of 160 acres, mots or. 
hewa. ¥ 

Application for homestead entry muat 
be made in person by the applicant’ at 
a Dominion Land Agency or euh agency 
entry by proxy may, however, be made 
at any agency on certain cih- 
ditions “by the father, mothe, 4, 
daughter, brother or tister of an tend. 
ing homesteader. ; 

An application for entry or cnticella- 
tion made personally at any Sub-Agent’s
